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SYG'S COMMENTS ON MIDDLE EAST 

AT PRESS CONFERENCE, SYG TOLD UN CORRESPONDENTS HE 
BELIEVED CHANCES OF SUCCESSFUL DISENGAGEMENT OF ARMED FORCES 
WERE GOOD. HE HAD NO ILLUSIONS AS TO DIFFICULTIES AHEAD, BUT 
FELT PARTIES WERE DETERMINED TO SUCCEED. IT WAS MOST ENCOURAGING 
TO SEE CONSTRUCTIVE COMBINATION OF BILATERAL AND MULTILATERAL 
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DIPLOMACY WORKING TOGETHER AT MOST CRITICAL MOMENT IN ME CRISIS. 

IN THAT CRISIS, UN SHOWED CONCLUSIVELY THAT ITS MACHINERY CAN 
BE USEFUL AND EFFECTIVE IF MEMBER STATES WISH TI TO BE SO. 

HE THOUGH WORLD SHOULD NOT BE UNEASY ABOUT BIG POWERS WHICH WERE 
TRYING TO BE HELPFUL - "IT IS NEW AND HIGHLY INTERESTING 
DEVELOPMENT, VERY POSITIVE DEVELOPMENT, AND THERE SHOULD BE NO

WHEN COUNCIL TURNED TO ELECTION OF 10 MEMBERS OF UNICEF 
EXECUTIVE BOARD FOR THREE- YEAR TERMS BEGINNING AUG. 1, 1974, 

IRANIAN REP ANNOUNCED GROUP OF 77 CANDIDATES WERE: 

COLOMBIA, CUBA, INDIA, PAKISTAN, THAILAND, UGANDA AND YUGOS- 
LAVIA. (ALGERIA WITHDREW IN FAVOR OF UGANDA.) CANDIDATES FOR 
THREE OTHER SEATS WERE CANADA, FRG, FINLAND AND NZ. 

DURING DISCUSSION, " 11 " ASKED THAT THEIR CANDIDATES BE 
ACCEPTED BY CONSENSUS. AFTER NUMBER OF DELS COMMENTED, PRES 
STATED COLOMBIA, CUBA, INDIA, PAKISTAN, THAILAND, UGANDA AND

SECRET BALLOT FOR OTHER THREE SEATS WAS: CANADA (44 VOTES),

CHAIRMAN OF SOCIAL COMITE, GABRE-SELLASSIE (ETHIOPIA) 

CHAIRMAN OF COORDINATION COMITE, AND BARCELO-RODRIGUES 
(MEXICO) BE ENTRUSTED WITH CHAIRMANSHIP OF ANY SESSIONAL 
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BODY SET UP AND WITH CARRYING OUT INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS 
ON SPECIFIC ISSUES. 

JAN. 9 ARGENTINE REP URGED THAT PREPCOM FOR NOV. 1974 WORLD 
FOOD CONFERENCE MEET IN GENEVA INSTEAD OF NY, AND WAS SUPPORTED 
BY EGYPT AND ALGERIA. NETHERLANDS PREFERRED NY, AND SOVIET 
REP STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF COST FACTOR. DISCUSSION CONTINUED 
AT LENGTH JAN. 10, AND AFTER RECESS FOR CONSULTATIONS MEXICAN REP 
REPORTED AGREEMENT THAT FIRST PREPCOM MEETING COULD BE IN NY FEB. 
11-15, SECOND IN GENEVA AND THIRD IN ROME. 
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FOLLOWING EXTENDED DISCUSSION AND FURTHER CONSULTATION, COUNCIL 
APPROVED WITHOUT VOTE RES WHICH INVITES: 1) UNDP GC TO SUBMIT 
CONCISE REPORT ON MANNER IN WHICH OPERATIONAL ACTIVITIES 
UNDERTAKEN BY UNDP CAN FURTHER PROMOTE OBJECTIVES OF 
INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT STRATEGY; 2) SPECIALIZED AGENCIES
